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Decker States: 
Board Is to 
Aid, Not Hinder 


“The Board of Justice does 
not function solely for the pur- 
pose of de-activating student or- 
ganizations. Its intention is to 
insure better participation by 
enforcing the basic require- 
ments as established by the 
Board of Directors.” This is the 
policy of the Board of Justice 
as stated by Doug Decker, chief 
justice. 

A large number of the cam- 
pus organizations had been sus 
pended because of their failure 
to submit a list of members and 
officers and/or a statement of 
non-discrimination. During this 
period, however, several su 
pended clubs were allowed to 
meet. This was due to the fact 
that the bill was not retroac- 
tive. Certain organizations had 
already made arrangements for 
meetings prior to the ruling and 
were therefore allowed to com- 
plete their scheduled activities. 
Im the future delinquent clubs 
will not be allowed to function 
as an active campus organiza- 
tion, he said 

When the decision to de-acti- 
vate was made, it was also sta- 
ted that as soon as the affect- 
ed clubs complied with the rules 
they would be re-activated. Ski

IGY Head Speaks... 


Kaplan Urges Close Bond 
Between Scientist-Layman 








Dr. Joseph Kaplan, chairman 
of the physics department at 
the University of California at 
Los Angeles, discussed the need 
for understanding between the 
scientist and the layman, and 
presented a film on the origin 
of the aurora borealis at the 
second spring semester convoca- 
tion Monday. 

The film, The Flaming Sky, 
was prepared last year by the 
scientists who participated in 
the International Geophysical 
Year. It showed the technologi- 
cal advances employed in collec- 
ting data as well as establish- 
ing a correlation between ex- 
plosions on the sun and the ap- 
pearance of the northern lights. 

Kaplan Head of IGY 

Kaplan, head of the group 
which is the largest co-opera- 
tive research project ever un- 
dertaken, commented, “We de- 
cided to make it an internation- 
al program so we could trap a 
lot of our colleagues into mak- 
ing observations, It takes a jot 
of people to observe things.” 

He also cited the importance 
of college. “I still haven't found 
a place that can compare with 
where you are today,” he said. 
“The stimulation and challenge 
of this environment is incom- 
parable.” 

Scientist and Taxpaye? 

Kaplan expressed a feeling 
shared by fellow scientists that 


there can no longer be a sep- 
aration between the scientist 
and the taxpayer. The film was

Tonight in the Hornet gym the conference champion- 
ship will be decided, when the SSC cagers meet the Nevada 
Wolfpack, the only team to defeat them in conference ac- 
tion. Both squads have 7-1 marks and it is unlikely that 
either will drop its season finale (the Hornets end the season 
Saturday at home against Chico, while Nevada closes its 
season against the Cal Aggies at Davis). 

No matter what the outcome tonight, SSC cage fol- 
lowers have been treated to an exciting brand of basxetball 
this year and should have more to look forward to next year. 
All five Hornet starters have at least one year of eligibility 
left. Bill Baker, Ron Rohrer, and John Dille are only sopho- 
mores, while Les Kuhnz and Bill Whitaker are both juniors. 
Jim Green, who has seen a lot of action this season at 
guard, is a sophomore. 

Probably the greatest asset of this year’s team is its bal- 
ance. On a givem day any one of four or five Hornets can give 
the team the spark it needs for victory. In practically all games 
this year three or four players have hit in the double figures. 
This seeems to be an outstanding characteristic of teams di- 
rected by Coach Shelton. 


It would be very difficult to pick a “most valuable 
player” on this year’s squad. Bill Whitaker’s rebounding 
strength has ben an invaluable asset to the team, and with- 
out him the Hornets would be greatly weakened. Bill, for 
almost the entire season, has been one of the top 20 re- 
bounders in the nation for small colleges. Ron Rohrer, who 
has improved greatly since last year, has been a consistent 
scorer and rebounder for the Hornets. Ron’s jump shot is 
very hard to check, and when he is hitting, Ron can give 
the opposition fits. 

Bil! Baker is a dependable team player who rebounds ex- 
ceptionally well for his size. Bill gets most ef his points close 
wnder the basket on followups and fast breaks. Bill's hustle 
has also increased his value to the team. Les Kuhnz, the Hornets 
captain and field general, has been a mainstay all year. Les is 
a fine dribbler, an accurate passer, and has an effective outside 
jump shot. 


John Dille has probably the greatest variety of offen- 
sive moves of any of the team members. John has been 
effective or the “Green and Gold” from botb outside and 
inside. He can hurt the opposition with his soft arching 
shots from far out. or if he is guarded too closely, John is 
a adept at driving for one of his picturesque two-handed 
ayins. 

Ve would like to urge all Hornet eage enthusiasts to 
turn out in force tonight and give Coach Shelton and his 
players the support they deserve. The game promises to be 
a close-fought affair and should provide a fitting climax 
to a thrilling basketball campaign.

_ Present Generation Accused of Pallid 
Indifference to Political Questions

In an article headed Campus- 
es in North Back Southern Stu- 
dents McCandish Phillips wrote 
in the New York Times: “The 
present campus generation has 
been accused of self-concern 
and a pallid indifference to so- 
cial or political questions. This 
issue appears to have aroused 
it as have few others.” 

This definitely is true, not 
only of students in the north, 
but in the midwest and far west, 
from the smallest to the largest 
college. At New Haven, 35 Yale 
medical students picketed local 
variety stores in four shifts. At 
Saratoga Springs, 20 Skidmore 
faculty members joined 200 col- 
lege girls in a demonstration. 

These are typical of student 
activities which are taking place 
coast to coast. While initiated 
on individual campuses, these 
activities are supported by such 
student organizations as the 
National Student Association 
and the National Student Christ- 
ian Federation. 

In college towns picketing of 
variety stores has been estab- 
lished by the students, them- 
selves. In the cities, college as 
well as high school students 
have been the mainstay of pick- 
et lines organized by the Con- 
gress on Racial Equality, NA-

pology Club, Atelier, Biologi- 
cal Assoc. of SSC, Cosmopolitan 
Club, Drama, and Kappa Delta 
Pi have fulfilled the require- 
ments and are now reinstated. 

Block S, Assoc. of Childhood 
Education, Business Adminis- 
tration Club, Campus Organiza- 
tion for Political Action, 
Council of Religious Organiza- 
tions, and Los Avispanicos have 
failed to comply and are there- 
fore declared inactive. These 
groups must petition the board 
for readmission to active status. 
They must present the afore- 
mentioned requirements and 
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ACP, and other established or- 
ganizations. Labor unions have 
helped maintain many picket 
lines. 

This is the case in New York, 
where I, a student at Columbia, 
have been a CORE picket cap- 
tain. We set up our original 
picket line at a Woolworth 
store in the heart of Harlem, 
and within a half hour the store 
was cleared of customers. Hard- 
ly anyone crossed our lines 
I looked in through the glass 
doors and could see that the 
employees looked puzzled at the 
store’s emptiness on a normal- 
ly busy Saturday afternoon. 
Passersby voiced approval at 
the line and some joined us. 

On a cold February after- 
noon, a young man appeared on 
the line looking half-frozen: “I 
have been waiting for you since 


9 am., " he said. “But we were 
not supposed to start until 2 
p.m.,” I told him. “Well, I read 


in the paper that CORE was 
going to picket here but it did 
not say what time so I took the 
morning train in,” he explained. 
“The train?” I asked in surprise, 
He answered that he lived in 
Lakewood, New Jersey —- 75 
miles from New York. 

Not all are this devoted, and 
yet this example is not untypi- 
cal of the support we have re- 
ceived. At one Woolworth store 
the manager, himself, expressed 
support. As we were about to 
leave for the day, he signaled 
me and said: “I heard about the 
work you're doing and I agree 
100 percent. We must integrate 
our stores in the South. of

At another Woolworth store, 
a Bible concessionaire came out 
and said, “You're losing my bus- 
iness like crazy, but don’t stop. 
I'd even join you if I didn't 
have my concession here.” As 
he returned to the store, he add- 
ed: “I guess people have been 
reading my product lately.’ 

When nine Southern students 
brought north by CORE joined 
our picket line on 125th street, 
I asked how it made them feel 
to observe our activities in this 
section of the country. “It 
makes us feel that we are not 
any longer alone,” as Mer- 
ritt Spaulding, who had been 
arrested for sit-ins in Florida, 
expressed it. 

People have asked why North- 
erners — especially white peo- 
ple, who have been in the ma- 
jority in our New York picket 
lines—take an active part in an 
issue which doesn't concern 
them. My answer is that injus- 
tice anywhere is everyone’s con- 
cern, Sitting at a lunch counter 
may seem like a small thing to 
some, but the right thing to do 
is inexplicably bound up with 
the American idea of equality 
for all. The world’s eyes are 
upon us. All of us are being 
judged by the events of Little 
Rock, New Orleans, and the rest 
of the South. 

The lunch counter sit-ins 
have given us an opportunity to 
act. We intend to keep up the 
picketing and boycott in variety 
stores until lunch counter dis- 
crimination is ended in the 
South—as it has in other parts 
of the country.

the Board of Justice this motion 
would seem te indicate that 
Council would not act if a stu- 
dent chose to appeal a high 
court decision. 

After a confused and lengthy 
discussion, Dr. D. E. Moore, 
Council advisor, stated, “We 
cannot deny a member of the 
student body the right to appeal 
a decision. However, it is gen- 
erally understood that Council 
members will not initiate an ap- 
peal.” 

Merv Resing, Xi Theta Chi 
president, spoke to the Council 
emphasizing the difficulty that 
campus organizations are ex- 
periencing in scheduling ap- 
proved events. The situation 
was referred to a committee 
which will report its findings 
to Council in the future. 

Jim Downton, ASSSC presi- 
dent, announced April 7 as the 
date for general student body 
elections. On March 16 repre- 
sentatives from the engineering 
division, business administra- 
tion division and undeclared 
majors will be elected. 
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One- Third of SSC Students Married 


One third of the full-time stu- 
dents enrolled at Sacramento 
State College are married, an- 
nounced Dr. Margaret McKoane, 
associate dean of student ac- 
tivities and housing, last week. 

It was revealed that 1,223 
out of 3,845 regular students 
were married, 30 per cent being 
women. The _ percentage of 
those married showed sharp de- 
cline from senior to freshman. 
In the senior class, 52 per cent; 
junior, 35 per cent; sophomore, 
22 per cent and freshman, five 
per cent, 

The unmarried students are a 
close two per cent apart in sex 
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percentages, women being 49 
and men 51. 

Religious preferences were 
expressed by 68 per cent of the 
full-time students, with Roman 
Catholicism heading the list of 
37 religions with a total of 805, 
The four religions next in line 
were Presbyterian, 488; Metho- 
dist, 445; American Baptist, 
155 and Latter Day Saints, 115. 
The religions with the lowest 
number of members (one 
apiece) were Fundamental Bap- 
tist, Quaker, Evangelical Re- 
form, Swedish Convenant, Bible 
and Deist. There were 21 relig- 
ions listed with a membership 
at SSC of less than 10.

Stanley Pretzer, the business 
manager. 

Not in Capacity 

A few minutes later the lady 
called to report that she had 
been advised this was not a 
matter for the business man- 
ager to rule upon; rather, 
that the administration should 
be consulted. So, the lady asked 
me to contact the “administra- 
tion.” M-m-m-m, The adminis- 
tration? 

I called Dean Mayne’s office. 


Since Dean Mayne was in con- 





ference with Mr. Pretzer, the 
secretary said she would go 
downstairs, interrupt the meet- 
ing, get a recommendation, and 
report to me. 

Gives Report 

Her report was as follows: If 
more than 50 cars are expected, 
then policing of the parking 
areas can be suspended. If less 
than 50 cars, then either an in- 
dividual representing the organ- 
ization sponsoring the program 
can acquire a number of per- 
mits beforehand and distribute 
them to the guests or the guests 
can be told to stop by the ad- 
ministration building and ob- 
tain permits upon arrival on 
campus.
